Susan Rajlal, Legislative Analyst reported: 
Senate announced the “No Place Like Home” 
initiative. The initiative is a bipartisan package to 
address homelessness by re-purposing Prop 63 
homelessness funding leveraging billions of dollars 
from local, state, and federal money to achieve 
housing, mental illness, income support, and 
outreach goals. 
 
Ms. Rajlal recommended continuing supporting the 
bills that will be re-introduced this year. 

 AB 3632 - serves children formerly under the 
county was transferred back to school districts. 
Concerns involve inadequate IEPs. 

 AB 1300 - goal of hospital association to reform 
LPS 

 SB 614 - Professional certification allows peers 
option to transfer status within counties 

 Foster kids and psychotropic drugs
